big cities where "father. Is In Prlaon. 
the little unprotected children and the 
frail wife and mother have been look- 
ed after by tne Volunteers.

Booth has undertaken. 
"The Little Mother" has been en- 


gaged in prison work for more than 
twenty years, beginning when a child In 
England, traveling throughout Europe 
and then to America, always with the 
same goal In sight, the reclamation o 
the men and women .who are lowest in 
the scale of society.

George Morris, Trusted Clerk, Admits 


Robbing

TRUCKEE, Cal.. Feb. 10.—George 


Morris, who was assistant clerk In 
Wells Fargo &^ Company's office In 
Truckee has confessed to robbing the 
office on the night of December llth 
and has turned $800 over to the author- 
ities. 
He has managed to make his 


escape however, and his relatives say ! 
that he Is now out of the country and ' 
will not return. 


Morris was suspected of the crime 


from the flrst, but he put on such a 
bold front and assisted the officers so 
much In their work that he partly 
threw off the suspicion. 
Constable 


McDougal had his doubts, however, 
about the' young man being innocent 
and kept a close watch on him. 


About two weeks after the robbery 


Morris asked for a lay-off, saying that 
he wanted to go to Alameda and sec 
some relatives. 
Officer McDougal 


nled It, but on being searched $260 was 
found on him. 
He said that he hail 


saved this, but when his wife was 
questioned In regard to the matter, 
she said that she knew he had not 
saved any.money. Morris then volun- 
tarily returned to Truckee. where after 
a sweating he confessed to the crime. 
He told where he had burled the mon- 
ey, and on searching In the back yard, 
where had burled It. $800 In coin, two 
gold watches and a valuable ring were 
found. 
In all' he had taken $1200 In 


coin and several packages of Jewelry, 
but the rest of It was not recovered.

sion the officers did not place him un- 
der arrest Immediately und he took the 
opportunity to escape.

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BRYAN ON ACQUIRING RAILROADS 


E 


VERYONE 1« aware that W. J. Bryan has come out 


boldly In favor of public ownership of railroads, and 


many will be much interested in his discussion of the knot- 
tiest questions concerning the carrying out of such a pro- 
gram. In a recent issue of The Commoner he says in 'the 
course of an article on the subject: 


"How the government is to gain possession of the rail- 


toads is a matter of detail. It can condemn the roads, or 
buy them at an agreed price, or build new ones. It can 
buy them by piecemeal or all at once, and it can deter- 
mine the proper valuation of anything else. 
Whether 


there would be Increased activity in railroad construction 
Is a question upon which opinion might differ. It Is prob- 
able that there would be less activity In the "building of 
ttompetlng lines and more activity in the extension of lines 
to meet local conditions. The government could provide 
against damage and acts of negligence according to th? 
wishes of the people, for the people would control. 


"The editor of The Commoner believes in state owner- 


ship as contra-distinguished from federal ownership. That 
Is, he believes that the network of railroads supplying the 
local needs should be owned by the state, with only trunk 
lines under the federal government ownership. The trunk 
Hnea could carry interstate commerce and give each state 
an outlet to all the rest of the country, while the stato 
lines could be developed according to the needs of the state 
and regulated at home. 
Under this system each state 


could manage Its own affairs, and the objection that rests 
upon centralization —and it Is the most serious objection 
to federal ownership—would be obviated. It is not nec- 
essary that the federal government should direct the load- 
ing. unloading and carrying of local freight In order to 
give the country the advantage of public ownership of 
the railroads. Just now an attempt is being made to se- 
cure more strict regulation of the railroads. 
This is a 


movement In the right direction. If it succeeds the public 
will be willing to try this remedy before going further. 
If the attempt falls the sentiment In favor of public own- 
ership will grow more rapidly. If the experiment of more 
strict regulation Is tried, the future growth of sentiment 
•n public ownership will depend upon the result of the ex- 
periment. If experience In the attempt to regulate mun- 
icipal monopolies is any guide, then it Is only a question 
ef time when the question of public ownership of railroads 
must be met. The multiplication of electric lines gives 
some Indication of what IH to be expected. As the influ- 
ence of the railroad Increases as compared with other in- 
dustries, we must be prepared to solve the problem pre- 
sented In sui-h a way as to advance."

AN UNWISE RESOLUTION 


I 


F the Oregon state senate were a United States court 


with power to try Senator John II. Mitchell for al- 


leged misconduct in office, the senator would doubtless 
pass triumphantly out from under the cloud that now 
hovers over him. The members of the state senate on 
Tuesday passed a resolution expressing their confidence 
In Senator Mitchell's Integrity and personal honor and 
thanking him fo, his services to the state of Oregon and 
In the nation. 


Senator Mitchell has been Indicted two or three times 


over for an alleged connection with some timber land 
frauds In Oregon. The grand jury that heard the testi- 
mony oxalnst him considered it strong enough to warrant 
conviction. -Otherwise it is certain the Indictments would 
have been returned. A United States attorney, who »s 
said to have shielded Mitchell and his most prominent 
id-defendant. Congressman Blnger Herrman. has been 
removed from office and a more active prosecutor named to 
succeed him. 


In the light ef these facts It do'es not seem to us that 


n vote of confidence, or. Indeed, any vote at all. was war- 
ranted. The question of Senator Mitchell's guilt or Inno-. 
cence Is one which a court must determine. A resolution 
•f praise from the Oregon senate can have no favorable 
effect on the trial court. If the evidence shows the de- 
fendant to be guilty he will be found guilty, and only -so. 
Hi* guilt or his Innocence cannot be established by resolu- 
tion. In the event that he Is found guilty, the state sen- 
ate will look decidedly cheap. Far better would It have 
b«-eri for the members of that body If they had kept their 
ban Is off the matter. 


EFFECT ON MEAT PRICES 


I 


T was not expected that the decision of the United 


States supreme court continuing the Injunction 


against the beef combine would have an Immediate effect 
upon meat prices. The Injunction had been In operation 
iMinie time without exerting any influence on the market, 
presumably due to the fact that those identified with th* 
combine did not obey the decree of the circuit court which 
was affirmed and made permanent by the tribunal of laat 
resort. But It is assumed that the members of the com- 
bine will now respect the order of the courts and cease 
conspiring; against the public, with an ultlmp'e result 


of lowering the prices of dressed meats. It will certainty 
.be a great disappointment If such is not the case. 


An unnamed member of the Interstate Commerce 


commission is quoted as saying that he does not believe 
the public will get a dollar's worth of benefit out of the 
decision and that the cost of meats of all kinds*will con- 
tinue as unreasonably high as In the past two or three 
years. He could see no reason for a change In the meth- 
ods of the trust, remarking that the supreme court de- 
cision added nothing to the effectiveness of the Injunction. 
"During the past two years." he said, "the trust continued 
its unlawful conspiracy to stifle competition among the 
cattlemen and to keep prices to the consumers at top notch. 
It violated the law In numberless cases by the glving"of 
rebates and other practices it has for maintaining Its 
grip on the throat of the provision market, yet nothing was 
done to stop'lt." This is doubtless true, but if assurances 
that come from Washington are well founded the beef 
combine is no longer to be allowed to continue Its course 
of disobedience and defiance of the law. The* government, 
it has authoritlvely stated, Is -determined that the law 
shall be enforced and that anyone found violating the 
court's decree will be prosecuted under the criminal stat- 
ute, if that can be done. There seems to be no doubt that 
every person identified with the beef trust Is already sub- 
ject to such prosecution under the anti-trust law. 


There may not be an early reduction in meat prices. 


Supply and demand perhaps forbid this. But we are not 
prepared to accept the view of the member of the Inter- 
state Commerce commission that the public will get no 
benefit out of the supreme court's decision.—Omaha Bee. 


COMMENT AND EXCERPTS 


This from the Springfield Republican is evidently sar-

Two Judges for the Second 


Judicial District 


The Judicial Committee of the Reno 


Bar Association has drafted a bill to 
be presented to the Nevada Legisla- 
ture asking that another judge be ap- 
pointed to serve in the Second Judi- 
cial District. Attorneys Cooke, Sum- 
mertlekl and Packard were present at 
the meeting and drew up the bill to be 
presented. 


The bll laa drafted by the committee 


will be presented to the Bar Associ- 
ation for approval after which It will 
be sent to the Legislature and Intro- 
duced. 
The bill provides that 
two 


Judges be elected at the election in No- 
vember. 1906. and that they take office 
January 1. 1907. The Judges will re- 
ceive according to the provisions of 
the bill $4.000 and of this sum Church- 
ill county will be required to pay $1600. 
while Washoe county will have to pay 
$6400. 


A bill to regulate appeals to the Su- 


preme Court was also drafted and will 
he presented to the Nevada Legisla- 
ture In the near future. 
This measure 


provides that a certified copy of the 
judgment roll be sent to the Supreme 
Court Instead of the original, as is now 
required. 
The latter bill 
IH In the 


form of an amendment to the bill now 
in effect. 


The Reno Bar Association will meet 


this evening and discuss the bills, af- 
ter which they will be given to some 
Assemblyman to present to the law- 
makers of the State.
